The  Rush  Medical  College  seal  was  designed  by  several  faculty  members  and  adopted  in 
1»7«  On  the  face  of  the  seal,  two  women  and  a  young  boy  stand  near  the  altar  of 
Asculapius,  the  Greek  god  of  healing.  The  two  women  are  ^sculapius'  daughters 
Hygeia  on  the  left  and  Panacea  on  the  right.  In  Greek  mythology,  these  two  goddesses 
often  assisted  their  father  with  rites  of  healing.  The  boy  is  Hygeia's  son,  Telesphorus, 
who  is  traditionally  known  as  the  Greek  god  of  convalescence.  Hygeia  and  Panacea  are 
leading  Telesphorus  to  the  fire  of  healing  knowledge,  symbolizing  the  hope  that  future 
generations  will  advance  medical  knowledge  and  healing.  The  inscription  beneath  the 
altar  is  the  year  in  Roman  numerals  in  which  Rush  was  founded,  1837  The  Latin 
abbreviation  around  the  seal  (Collegii  Medicinae  Rushiensis  Sigillum)  stands  for  'Seal  of 
Rush  Medical  College  -  Chicago'. 


We  dedicate  this  yearbook 
to  our  patients  old  and  new.. 


As  four  years  come  to  an  end,  we  reflect  on  the  experiences  which  have  shaped  us.  We 
survived  labs,  exams,  national  boards,  and  many  long  days  and  nights.  At  times,  we  have 
felt  lonely;  missing  our  friends  and  families  as  we  spent  full  days  in  classes  and  full  nights 
studying.  We  have  felt  exhausted  and  even  bewildered  as  occasionally  our  road  ahead 
was  obscured.  We  even  questioned,  if  only  for  a  moment,  why  we  were  here.  Then,  we 
saw  you...a  beautiful  little  child. ..so  very  sick  yet  strangely  optimistic,  even  laughing, 
playing.  Of  course,  we  recall  our  expectant  mothers  and  fathers.  You  looked  to  us  for 
assistance  as  your  new  baby  planned  her  entrance  into  this  world. 

We  remember  exactly  how  we  felt  the  first  time  you  said  "Doctor...  ".  "My  God,  "  we 
thought,  "are  they  talking  to  me?  What  on  earth  will  I  say  to  them  ?  "  Sometimes  we 
came  away  from  that  moment  proud  and  pleasantly  surprised  by  how  much  we  really 
knew.  Other  times,  we  walked  away  a  bit  discouraged  knowing  that  we  had  a  lot  more  to 
learn.  Regardless  of  the  outcome,  we  learned  and  we  grew.  Who  could  forget  you,  the 
adoring,  lonely  elderly  gentleman  whose  extensive  problem  list  single-handedly  taught  us 
Internal  Medicine?  Perhaps  your  greatest  lesson  was  the  lesson  of  life:  how  to  deal  with 
adversity,  yet  still  persevere... how  not  to  let  sickness  and  despair  define  you...  how  to 
focus  on  all  that  is  good  and  to  be  grateful  for  each  moment.  You  showed  us  that  these 
frail  bodies  are  not  invincible  and  will  one  day  fail. 

To  the  patients  we  lost,  you  reminded  us  of  our  own  mortality  and  inability  to  prolong  life 
beyond  its  final  leg.  Your  courage  at  the  end  of  life  demonstrated  true  heroism  and  dignity. 
You  patients  were  just  like  our  families.  Sometimes,  you  were  our  families.  You  reminded 
us  of  the  beauty  of  human  life. 

Dear  patient,  you  allowed  us  into  your  private  space  —  to  listen  with  untrained  ears  to 
your  heart  and  sometimes,  with  untrained  ears  to  your  heartbreak.  You  patiently  dealt 
with  the  'occasional'  chaos  of  receiving  care  in  a  teaching  hospital  which  necessarily 
meant  providing  your  history  and  physical  at  least  four  times.  You  seldom  complained, 
though  our  inexperience  was  often  quite  apparent.  We  have  felt  your  compassion  even  in 
the  midst  of  your  sickness  when,  with  weary  eyes  and  yawns,  we  arrived  at  your  room  at  4 
am  hoping  to  provide  care  for  you.  Funny  how  you  cared  for  us.  You  told  us  you  were 
proud  of  us.  We  sometimes  reminded  you  of  a  child  from  your  community  ...  a  son,  a 
daughter.  You  told  us  to  keep  up  the  good  work.  You  said  that  we  helped  you  but  really, 
you  blessed  us.  We  thank  you  for  allowing  us  to  learn  from  you.  You  taught  us  more  than 
medicine  ...  you  taught  us  life.  We  will  be  forever  in  your  debt.

3  big  or  4  small,  over-ripe  bananas,  mashed 

1  cup  sugar 

2  eggs  or  4  egg  whites 
1  tsp  vanilla 
1  1/4-1  1/2  cup  nour 
1  tsp  baking  powder 
1/2  tsp  baking  soda 
1/2  tsp  salt 
1  tsp  cinnamon 

handful  chocolate  chips  (optional) 

1.  Preheat  oven  to  350  degrees.  Grease  and  flour  loaf  pans  or  muffin  tins. 

2.  In  a  large  bowl,  combine  mashed  bananas  and  sugar.  Add  eggs,  one  at  a  time, 
mixing  well  after  each  addition.  Add  vanilla  and  set  aside 

3.  Combine  flour,  baking  poweder,  baking  soda,  salt  and  cinnamon  in  a  separate 
bowl.  Mix  well  to  distribute  the  powder  and  soda  evenly  throughout  the  flour. 

4.  Add  flour  mixture  to  bananas  and  mix  until  just  combined.  Do  not  overmix  or 
the  bread  will  be  rubbery.  Add  chocolate  chips. 

5.  Fill  loaf  pans  or  muffin  tins  3/4  full  and  bake  until  golden  brown  and  an 
inserted  toothpick  comes  out  clean,  about  30  minutes  for  loaves.
